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CITY COUNCIL D! 


INCREASE HOSPITAL GRANT 


A regular meeting of the city 
council was held on Tuesday evening 
with all the members in attendance 
except Ald. Gothard. 

After the minutes of the last regu- 
lar meeting had been read and adopt- 
ed, a deputation from the hospital 
board addressed council respecting 
‘annual grant for the year. C. Smith, 
chairman of the hospital board, who 
headed the deputation, explained the 
needs of the hospital, asking that the 
grant be made $1200. this year. The 
estimate by the the council had been 
$1000. 

Dr. N. A, Johnson also spoke stat- 
ing the benefits of the hospital to the 
city, and the difficulty the board had 
in financing, and emphasizing the 
need for a larger grant than $1000.00. 

L. H. Newville, the third member 
of the deputation explained the  dif- 
ference of the grants made by the 
city and the rural municipalities, his 
opinion being that the city derived 
more direct benefit from the hospital 
than the municipalities did. 

It was moved by Ald. Parker and 
Ald. Chandler ,that a grant of $1200 
be made to the hospital for the year.

WILLIAM PARTRIDGE 
WINS APPEAL CASE 


On Friday, May 231 23rd William Par- 
tridge of Wetaskiwin recovered jude- 
ment against Thomas Aylwin of Po- 
noka for malicious prosecution. 

Partridge rented a farm from Ay)l- 
win under a share crop agreement. 


The former hauled several loads of | 


wheat from the premises and sold 
them in the absence of the latter, 
who caused a warrant to be issued. 
Partridge was tried and remanded 
for trial. He was honorably discharg- 
ed. Patridge then brought action 
against Aylwin for malicious prosecu- 
tion, the following being a portion of 
the judgment delivered by Mr. Justice 
Walsh: 

“The Court: 
of the trial I have read the disposi- 
tions taken on the preliminary. 


“T think at the conclusion of the 
evidence of Morris, the elevator man, 
it must have been perfectly obvious 
to the defendant that the plaintiff 
had not stolen any of his grain. He 
knew from Morris’ evidence, the ex- 
act number of bushels, both of wheat 
and oats. that had ‘been...taken — by, 
Partridge to the elevator and sold, He 
knew perfectly well what quantity 
of wheat remained on the farm to 
answer his half share of it, and he 
knew perfectly well that the oats 
were there in a very large quantity. 

With these facts established 
and within his knowledge I think 
he had absolutely no reason to per- 
sist in the prosecution of the plaintiff 
on this criminal charge. I think what 
he should have done then at the close 
of Morris’ evidence was to intimate 
to the magistrate his desire that the 


matter should not be prosecuted fur-! 


ther, and doubtless the 
would have given him permission to 
withdraw the complaint. If he had 
done that 1 think he would have been 
quite free from liability to the Plain- 
tiff for this prosecution. But instead 
of doing that, the preliminary hear- 
ing was enlarged for six days and then 
it was proceeded with. He gave his 


own evidence and at the conclusion | 


of the case for the prosecution, Mr. 
Howatt, for the present plaintiff 
made a vigorous argument to the mag: 
istrate that no case had been made 
out and his argument seems to have 
been as vigorously applied to Mr. 
Knox, acting for the defendant. 

“IT cannot see why, on the evidence 


that was before him the magistrate | 
ever committed the man for trial at, 


all, Iam quite unable to understand 
why the defendant persisted in pro- 
ceeding with the prosecution. 


“I am satisfied from tne authorities 
that a criminal prosecution set on 
foot without any evidence of impro- 
per motive may by the manner of its 
prosecution develop into a malicious 
one and I think that is what happen- 
ed in this case. I think that the con- 
duct of the defendant in insisting upon 
proceeding with this prosecution in 
the face of the proven and admitted 
facts must have been due to some im- 
proper motive on his part, I cannot 
for the life of me think of any other 


reason why he should have persisted |, 


in going ahead with it and I think 
therefore that he has made himself 
liable in damages to be plaintiff. 

“T have spoken to Chief Justice Har- 
vey about the additional costs occas- 
ioned by the trial here (Edmonton) 
and as a result of my conference with 
him I do not make any order with 
respect to the additional costs of the 
trial in Edmonton as against Wetaski- 
win.” 

Judgment was given for the plain- 
tiff for the sum of $500.00, with costs 
amounting to approximately $300.00.

_ HISTORY ¢ OF DENTISTY IS TOPIC 
AT KIWANIS WEEKLY LUNCHEON 


Kiwanian Dr, H. G. Hoare was the 
speaker at the weekly luncheon of 
Kiwanis held on Tuesday evening in 
the Driard hotel. Jn introducing the 
speaker, President C. H. Russell re- 
fered to the fact that one of the 
chief aims of the club was to enable 
members to understand the other fel- 
|low's point of view and on behalf of 
[the club he welcomed this opportunity 
of hearing a well known fellow citizen 
;speak of his profession, 
| Dr. Hoare first sketched the early 
nist of dentistry, alluding to the 
practice of the science in Egypt and 
China in early days, the Chinese hav- 
ing made use of “plates” carved from 
solid ivory to replace natural teeth. 
He referred also to the beginnings of 
modern dentistry, as an independent 
| profess ‘ion, dating from 1839, when a 
proposal that the University of Mary- 
land should establish a chair of den- 
tistry was refused, and an indepen- 
dent college was founded. The pre- 
sent position is the reverse of this, 
said the speaker, 90 per cent of the 
profession receiving full training at 
universities, the fundamental work 
(eine exactly the same as for medical 
doctors, an essential feature. 

The aim of dentists in these days, 
is chiefly to provide a health service, 
as is that of medical doctors. Modern 
dentists are chiefly concerned with 
;preventive measures, or prophylaxis, 
Ito help people to remain healthy,

The Steaming Radiator 


When radiator water boils away 
under conditions where no material 
evaporation should occur it is either 
because the cooling system is called 
upon to dispose of more heat than it 
was designed to handle, or that the 
cooling system is working at reduced 
effectiveness and, although the work 
thrown upon it is no more than nor- 
mal, it fails to take care of it fast 
enough. The former assumption ap- 
plies when the engine is producing an 
abnormal amount of heat for reasons 
such as the following: Over-retarded 
spark, causing protracted burning in 
cylinders and exhaust passages; over: 
rich or overlean mixtures — resulting 
likewise in slow combustion and pro- 
tracted heat contact with water-cooled 
metal; obstructed muffler passages, 
resulting in abnormal retention of the 
hot gasses and inadequate lubrica- 
tion, causing excessive frictionally de- 
veloped heat. Such conditions should 
be discovered and removed. Under 
the second assumption are grouped 
defects which restrict the rate of 
movement through the radiator and 
and which retard the movement. of 
air through the radiator and which 
prevent intimacy of contact. between 
water and air and the surfaces upon 
which they act, among which the fol- 
lowing may be mentioned: Weak 
pump action, obstructed water pas- 
sages, inadequate fan speed, impro- 
perly shaped fan blades, ill advised 
use of louvre covers, scale in radia- 
tor passages and on jacket walls and 
mud or dust on external radiator sur- 
Violent) boiling of water in 
the radiator not necessarily 
mean that an engine is overheated. 
So long as the jacket spaces remain 
filled with moving water, the engine 
is not likely to become overheated, 
even though it is developing an ex- 
cess amount of heat, as the moving 
water will take care of it. Only when 
circulation becomes — interrupted 
sluggish does actual overheating us- 
ually occur, In cases of boiling cool- 
ingewater, if it is found that the en-

DIFFERENCE 
IN DRIVERS 


Accidents and deaths resulting from 
aulomobile traffic have grow to such 
proportions that methods of lowering 
the number are engaging public at- 
tention in practically every city in 
Canada and the United States. 


In Chicago, the Tribune put special | 
investigators to work. They followed | 
the automobile traffic and timed it, 
tnd found a general disregard of the; 
Driver after driver was | 
found to be doing just as he pleased. 
These investigators have reported 
that at 20 miles an hour there is com- 
purative safety. When the driver goes 
over that in city streets he is taking 
chances. He may take them success- 
fully and may: continue to do so and 
hurt no one but the chance that he 
will hurt someone is just ahead of 
him all the time. He may avoid an 
accident when the unexpected hap- 
pens. The record of deaths and acci- 
dents indicates the times it was not 
avoided. 

A driver allowing his car to travel 
tit speed in a city or town is trusting 
to luck that a child does not suddenly 
dart out from behind some obstruc- 
tion and appear directly in front of 
him, or that some pedestrian does 
not do some probably foolish or care- 
less thing, or that another car does 
not get in his way. Travelling at a 
sensible rate of speed the driver has 
the chance to avoid an accident. He 
can control his car, Again, the re- 
cord of accident proves that when he 
travels too fast he cannot avoid the 
mishap. 

In urging stricter observance of the 
speed laws. The Trifyne rightly says 
that high speed in city streets is in- 
consistent with the purpose of a city, 


speed laws, 


which is to afford security for the 
people living in it. That is recogniz- 
ed in the case of railroads. Fast 


trains would not be allowed to shoot 
in and out of a city on a grade. Yet 
a train runs on a definite grade. 

The youthful driver, the careless 
driver and the speed crank, will have 
to be eliminated to provide reason- 
able safety for the people. The too 
youthful driver can be eliminated by 
parents, and the other two classes 
will either have to realize the weight 
f public opinion against their methods 
or the police will have to begin mak- 
ing drastic examples of those who 
disobey both the law and the dictates 
of common. sense.

CROP REPORT, 


Heavy showers of rain in) many; 
idistricts in the province have consid- | 


erably improved the condition of the, has been 


new crop, and the outlook is much 
brighter in consequence than at the 
date of the last crop report. 

The rains were fairly general in 
most districts and the precipitation 
in the past fortnight has varied from 
a quarter of an inch to more than 
an inch in some of the more central 
and northern districts. The south- 
eastern section of the province, which 
had commenced to feel the lack of 
moisture, reports some very satisfac- 
tory showers, though not over a wide 
area. The early sown grain is not 
suffering, but some of the late sown 
grain in the dryer districts has not 
germinated well. 

New wheat is from four to ten 
inches in height, and seeding of oats 
and barley is nearing completion. 
There has been considerable delay in 
the seeding of oats for greenfeed, 
and much of this is yet to be done. 
Seeding of corn is now reported in 
many districts, and in some places 
this crop is now being sown in pre- 
ference to sunftowers, not only in 
the southern districts, but in some of 
the central districts ag well. 

Irrigating is general in the south, 
and the alfalfa crop is showing strong 
growth. 

Rather sharp frosts occurred in sey- 
erl districts about the 19th of May, 
but very little damage resulted. 

Pasturage is rather poor in south- 
eastern localities, but in the central 
and northern districts is better, and 
some districts report the outlook for 
the hay crop is the most promising in 
years, 

Generally speaking, crop conditions 
may be said to be very satisfactory, 
In no localities is the growing grain 
suffering for lack of moisture and 
this fact is due largely to the splendid 
soil conditions at the beginning of the 
season, which may be said to have 
been the best jn some years.

The following is the revised Han- 
sard copy of the speech delivered by 
D. W. Warner, M.P. for Strathcona, 
in the house of commons on the bud- 
get, recently. 


Mr. Speaker: 1 wish to associate my- 
self with those who have expressed 
regret that our finance minister (Mr. 
Fielding) has not been able to present 
what would have been his eighteenth 
budget. I wish also to compliment 
the acting minister of finance (Mr. 
Robb) upon the businesslike, lucid and 
fair budget that he presented to the 
house. I say fair, because this budget 
takes the first step that we have had 
jn the direction of a satisfactory re- 
duction in customs duties since I have 
had anything to do with parliament, 
and for a long time before that. In 
fact it is the biggest step taken in 
that direction that I know of since I 
came to Canada. But the budget is 
not so outstanding or 80 acceptable 
for what it does in itself as for what 
the government have proclaimed in 
regard to it. Some of the remarks 
made by some of the ministers on the 
other side of the house are in my 
opinion, perhaps even more note- 
worthy than the budget itself, for we 
have had one: minister, the minister

I challenge that 
statement. 1 lived in the United 
States until I was a man of middle 
age, and I have some knowledge and 
definite opinions regarding this ques- 
tion of whether the United States 
has prospered on account of this tar- 
iff, or in. spite of it. My own opinion | 
which I will present as well as I can, ; 
is that the United States has prosper-— 
ed in spite of the high protection | 
which she has carried. I can remem: | 
ber back to as far as about 1868, 
soon after the war in that country. 
The United States was in a bad con- 
dition at the end of that war, just the! 
game as we are now, and perhaps | 
their condition was even werse. I 
have seen people in the United States 
suffer more from the bad conditions 
than I have yet seen people in Canada 
suffer, except perhaps where there 
a drought or some other cal- 
amity of that kind, But that is not 
saying that Canada has done as well 
I do not think 


as she should have. 


she has. a 
Now I want to give my opinions 


why I think the United States has 
reached the state of prosperity she 
has. The first development that I 
remember distinctly as a boy in that 
country was the building of the Un- 
ion Pacific railway across the west- 
ern part of the United States, That 
was followed by the building of a 
railway across the southern. part of 
the states. a transcontinental line. 
Then came the building of the Nor- 
thern Pacific across the northern 
part, followed soon after by the build- 
ing of the Great Northern, another 
transcontinental — line, and all of 
these went through good country. To 
be quite frank | think the tarifff has 
had very little to do with the pros- 
perity of the United States up to this 
time, except at intervals, and there 
were periods when their tariff bore 
down very heavily upon the people. 
We are in just such a similar period 
now, with the tarif bearing very heay- 
ily on the working and middle classes 
of this country. To some people it 
is rather a mystery why Canada has 
not developed as fast as the United 
States. It is as old a country as the 
United States. I do not know so much 
about the early period as after 1868. 
We knew but little of Canada then in 
the United States, and we had but 
little chance to learn about it. All 
I can do, practically speaking, is to 
take history and hearsay for what 
happened in Canada until I came to 
this country. In the United States 
after the rebellion we started out to 
develop a country that was just as 
big in area as Canada, although more 
varied in climate. It was a country 
rich in all sorts of resources, and we 
had then a population of from thirty- 
six to forty million people. Now a 
‘country with so many people would 
have a big advantage over Canada 
with its seven or nine million people, 


which is what the population has 
been since I came to this country 
I do not 
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know exactly what the population of 
the United States was at that time, 
but it was somewhere in the neigh- 
borhood of thirty-six to forty million 
people, and with that number you 
could develop a country much faster 
than: Canada could be developed with 
its seven or nine millions. Taking it 
all round, I do not think the United 
States is a better country than Can- 
ada, but they can raise in some parts 
of the States things that we cannot 
raise. In Canada, producing the things 
we do, we should have prosperity, but 
we have had handicaps from which 
the United States has not suffered to 
the same extent, on account of her 
big population to start with. Then 
the United States adopted a policy of 
soliciting immigrants from all coun- 
tries. It got many from the British 
Isles, and a considerable number from 
the continent; the people arrived so 
fast that they undoubtedly helped to 
develop the country very quickly. 
But I can remember when the United 
States wan handicapped for labor and 
also suffered greatly for lack of cap- 
ital. In that period of which I speak 
nobody talked of the tariff either pro- 
moting or retarding development, and 
yet the tariff was high all the time.

ticing it in Canada today. During 
the time of which I speak there were 
times when the United States had to 
fall back on what it was producing. 
In the beginning capital came from 
England, Scotland and Ireland to a 
greater degree than from any other 
country. Capital from the British 
Isles, France, and from the rest of 
Europe, poured into the United States 
for investment, and developement was 
carried on with this borrowed money. 
The rate of interest was high but in 
view of the richness of the country 


{not much thought was taken of that 


at the time. Development went on 
rapidly—the development of new land 
the construction of railways to these 


jnew lands, the establishment of new 
| cities. 


As I have said a large amount 
of capital poured into the United 
States from other countries for these 
purposes. At the time this develop- 
nient was in progress the people were 
not dependent on what they produced 
from the soil, They got capital read- 
ily for speculation. and for future in- 
vestment and naturally, everyone 
spent money lavishly. And things 
continued to go on in that way. Well, 
the population grew enormously, and 
their markets increased. But I can 
well remember when the exports to 
what we.called the “Old Country” set 
the price of all that we raised in the 
United States, and there were periods 
when it was very hard to stand the 
price at home that was fixed by the 
price on the products we exported. 
And that is just the position that 
Canada is in today. I have known 
wheat, not always of the best qual- 
ity when compared with Canadian 
wheat, to sell as low as thirty and 
forty cents a bushel, and hogs on foot 
to go as low as $1.60 a hundred. This 
brought about a change in the econ- 
omic conditions, and people began to 
wonder what was the matter, They 
began to see that the tariff was 
pressing on them unduly. I remem- 
ber 1873 as the period when people 
first began finding fault with the tar- 
iff. And hard times prevailed then. 
I do know the tariff was not benefi- 
cial in its operation then. In my 
opinion all that it did was to keep 
those people in a poverty stricken 
condition until production of various 
kinds, mostly agricultural, could get 
things going again. At any rate, the 
fight began against a protective tariff 
and many people who had been Repub- 
licans and had asked for high protec- 
tion turned round and ‘yoted the 
other way. The Democrats then took 
office and they were supposed to be 
a low tariff party. They did cut the 
tariff downsomewhat but they were 
much like the governments we have in 
Canada—-they kept the general level 
of the tariff very much the same. 
But during this period we had bank 
failures ,and great business depres- 
sionoutside of the depression in agri- 
culture. Clothing, implements, and 
other necessities were hard to buy. It 
was evident that the tariff did en- 
hance the price of things the people 
needed and they began to study the 
fiscal question and to understand it. 
In view of these facts I am ill-dispos- 
ed to accept the argument advanced 
by some hon. gentlemen in this house 
that it was the protective tariff that 
brought an immense population and 
prosperity to the United States. I do 
not belief for a moment that the tariff 
had any such effect, and I think I 
know what I am talking about. The 
reasons I have described were rather 
the cause of the prosperity which 
came to the country to the south. 
There was the fact that the United 
States was a country of great natural 
resources, there was the restless am- 
bition of her people, and the possibil- 
ity of getting capital easily to develop 
the country. I do not say that it was 
the best possible thing that those 
people obtained so much borrowed 


capital, but nevertheless it was an 
instrument in the rapid development 
of the country. But the argument of 
the high tariff policy—and the manu- 
facturing industries profiting by rea- 
son of it and thereby giving prosper- 
ity to the rest of the country—does not 
explain the great material advance- 
ment of the United States; the facts 
are absolutely the reverse of that. 
The development of the natural re- 
sources of the country, and the culti- 
vation of the soil as the Republic 
grew, made it possible for manufac- 
turers to come in and establish them- 
selves and get a market for what they 
were manufacturing. 


I donot know that there is any 
need for me to progress further along 
that line. I simply wanted to express 
my opinion regarding the effect of a 
of a protective tariff on the United 
States. It does not follow that what 
happened in the United States can be 
be duplicated in Canada today; there 
were many more people in that coun- 


ment started from forty to fifty years 
ago than there are in Canada now. 
Perhaps I may be pardoned at this 
stage for telling a story regarding the 
protectionists in this country and the 
conditions that prevail in Canada af- 
ter operation of forty to fifty years of 
a protective policy, There was a 
colored man who quarreled with the 
rest of the people in his community. 
He found considerable fault with all 
the other people and considered that 
the blame rested with them and not 
with himself. Somebody questioned 
him about it and he said that he wish- 
ed everybody but himself were dead. 
He was asked what he would do then. 
“Well he said. “I would keep store”. 
Now, it looks to me, after forty or 
fifty years of high protection in Can- 
ada that nearly everybody not engag- 
ed in industry has been killed off fin- 
ancially so that they cannot buy the 
goods the manufacturers are making, 
and the industrialists are trying to 
“keep store” when other people are 
not liable ‘to buy. 

Mr. Stewart (Leeds): May I ask 
the hon. gentleman one question? 


Mr. Warner: Ii it is for information 
yes, 

Mr. Stewart: Would the hon. gen- 
tleman be good enough to explain 
why the farmers in the United States 
are so much in favor of protection? 

Mr. Warner: Yes, I shall be very 
glad to do so. I will answer the 
question at a little length because I 
want to reply to it in my own way. 
When land was high in the United 
States twenty-five years ago I left 
the country, I wanted to get away 
from high priced lands. I came to 
Canada. I found that things looked 
good enough for me in Alberta to 
make the attempt to live there. I 
found no fault with the country, so 
far as the conditions were concerned,

spirit ran away with- the people for 
a while. The same thing happened 
in the United States. They boomed 
the land and of course the land rose 
in price, We heve stopped short of 
the calamity which has befallen’ the 
‘farmers of the United States, as far 
as the price of land is concerned. We 
can make something out of our land 
here. If a man buys land in Western 
Canada judiciously, it is possible in 
ordinary times to earn an income on 
the money he puts into it. Farming 
was not so attractive to people for a 
few years. They wanted to buy a 
farm and sell it again. They would 
buy it for an investment, allow it to 
remain there and increase in value. 


of the increased value rather than 
for what they could get out of it by 
way of production. That went on for 
some time, but it has stopped now, 
just as it has in the United States. 
At different periods the same thing 
happened to the United States that 
is now happening in western Canada, 
We are in a position now in western 
Canada where we must arm and dig 
out of the soil what we make, be- 
cause the money is not coming into 
that country for future returns on in- 
vestment or for speculation as it was 
a few years ago. 

It is very difficult for the farmers 
out in the west now to make any sort 
of a living. It is now that the people 
are beginning to feel the depression, 
just as they did in the United States 
at certain times in the history of those 
people; and reductions in the tariff 
are now most welcome, It is simply 
because the farmers of western Can- 
ada have suffered from this depres- 
sion that they have sent their repre- 
sentatives here to tell parliament 
that they absolutely cannot stand it 
any longer. They are unable to dig 
money out of the ground fast enough 
to pay for their farms, and to meet 
their other obligations. So we think 
that the government has taken a right 
step in the right direction in begin- 
ning to reduce the tariff, and we ask 
that everything possible be done as 
well in every other way to provide 
some relief for the people. There 
are many things that need to be 
done; one thing alone will not suffice. 
When money flooded the country we 
did not feel any depression and the 
tariff did not appear to the people then 
as a very great burden; but today, 
laboring under the’ depressing influ- 
ence of conditions as they exist in 
this country, if the people are to be 
their burdens must be light- 
ened. 1 repeat, the tariff alone will 
not do everything; but it will cer- 
tainly help to a considerable extent, 
and while [| may not live to see free 
trade adopted in Canada I do hope 
that I shall live to see the time when 
we shall at least have a tariff for 
revenue rather than for protection, 
and just as near free trade as is pos- 
sible or practical, I know from my 
experience in the United States that 
in that country the people were visit- 
ed with periods of depression just as 
we are suffering today; these times 
of depression come and they go. But 
as far as Canada is concerned, I am 
afraid that if something is not done 
there may come a time when the de-

These are the prob 
lems which we must solye. I know 
something about manufacturing, be- 
cause, I may remark, farming is not 
my only interest. I am connected 
with manufacturing industries, and I 
know that we must borrow money; 
and when money is borrowed — the 
concern must pay interest on it first 
of all before it can make a _ profit. 
What happens? That interest is 
charged in the price of the article we 
produce or taken off the price of 
the raw material, And there is no 
other way out of the difficulty; the 
business cannot be run otherwise. I 
am just as satisfied as I am that I 
am standing here tonight that Canada 
today is paying too much for the use 
of money which she has to procure to 
do business with. It is not only de- 
sirable but it will be absolutely neces- 
sary to reduce the rate of interest, 
and if the bankers and other money 
lenders are determined to maintain 
a high rate they will meet disaster 
without a doubt. They have no right 
to hold up the people and make them 
pay more than they can possibly af: 
ford for the use of money. At pres- 
ent this seems unavoidable, = There

to me that it would be better for the 
money lenders to charge a _ reason- 
able interest which the people can 
afford to pay than to demand a high 
rate of interest which it is impossi- 
ble for ordinary people to put up. 
The manager of one loaning company 
in the west with whom I am_= ac- 
quainted informs me tat by reason 
of the judicious placing of his money 
lie has not lost one cent during the 
past few years. UT cannot remember 
whether he said it was within the 
past five or seven years, but I am 
inclined to think that it was since the 
war that he said he had suffered no 
losses, having disposed of his money 
judiciously, of course. The people to 
whom he would lend money were 
those who could afford to pay, while 
those who could not pay had to go to 
the wall. Everybody, of course, ex- 
pects security for money that is bor- 
rowed, and it is better that way. But 
if the interest is 8 per cent and the 
people cannot afford more than 4 
per cent, would it not be better for 
the lenders to take 4 per cent, even 
though they might suffer some hard- 
ship along with other people until 
things became normal again?

Statistics of Canada 


During the course of next month 
the Dominion and Provincial govern- 
ments of Canada will proceed with 
their joint annual enumeration — of 
the areas sown to field crops and of 
the numbers of farm live stock. 


In all the provinces the returns 
will be collected through the rural 
schools, except in Prince Edward Is- 
land and British Columbia, where 
they will be sent throught the mails. 


The present system has now been 
annually in force throughout Canada 
since 1918, and at an interprovincial 
conference on agricultural statistics, 
held in Ottawa on January 29-31, 1924

At the conference referred to cer- 
tain improvements were effected in 
the cardboard schedule issued for 
farmers to fill up, and on this card 
the Dominion and Provincial govern- 
ments make an earnest appeal to all 
farmers to give the information re- 
quired, urging the following seven 
specific reasons why they should do 
so: (1) The statistics are collected 
and published primarily in the farm- 
er’s own interest; (2) They are his 
protection against misleading reports 
by speculators ifterested in control- 
ling or manipulating prices; (3) They 
provide information which determines 
prices and so ensures fair play all 
around; (4) They enable transnorta- 
tion companies to judge of the volume 
of the crop and to make adequate 
and timely erangements for its move- 
ment; (5) Bankers rejuire accurate 
information for the extension of credit 
facilities; (6) Manufacturers, whole- 
sale and retail merchants and others 
require knowledge of crop conditions 
for the establishment of profitable 
local enterprises which react favor- 
ably upon the farming industry; (7) 
No one can prevent the issue of 
crop estimates; but farmers can help 
to ensure the accurscy of the govern- 
ment estimates by returning the 
schedule required, The larger the 
number of returns, the greater will 
be the value of the estimates based 
thereon. It is further pointed out 
that the completed schedules will ba 
treated as absolutely confidential, and 
no individual returns will be divulg- 
ed. The facts supplied will not be 
used in any way for taxation pur- 
poses or for the imposition of any

The Toy Canoe oe 


THE TOYMAKER AND HIS CARVING [8 A PLANT UF VILLAGE GROWTH. 

W ten at Christmas time we turn into a toy store or in a large de- 

partment store toward the toy counter, we are apt to see in our 
minds’ eye only the toy and the child. Some of us see and feel, our- 
selves. And in spirit go back to the days when toys were to us, as 
they are to children, the embodiment of the imagination. The tangible 
form of our dreams! Sight of the toys, the touch of them, is a magic 
wand restoring our lost childhood. And so we really end in buying 
the thing that we like, the thing that takes our fancy. That is, if we 
have a choice, and are not forced by circumstances of limited stock or 
limited means to take what we can get. 

But the toy reaches further back than this. Behind each is the toy- 
maker. The man or woman whose deft fingers shape the thing of art 
and life out of unpromising and wholly unsuggestive raw material. 
Thus Canada has men, art-craftsmen, who see jn the forest-log latent 
figures of saints, windmills, weather-vanes. miniature canoes, legends 
of Mother Hubbard. 

Take the part-French, part-Indian, maker of the toy-canuve that so 
delights the hearts of little boys even when for lass of lake, river or 
sea in their neighborhood they are forced to sail it in the bath-tub, or 
just carry it to bed clasped in chubby arms, at night, as a sort of pal- 
leon whereon to sail away to the land of dreams, {s there not in the 
canoe, a spirit of race? The French trait of “sculpteur,” as the wood- 
carver calls himself down in Quebec, and the elemental knowledge and 
association of the canoe that in the Indian reaches back to prehistoric 
days in this great stretch of country that is Canada. 

It would be difficult to say which side of him aids the other more, 
but it is true that in combination, he is something more of an artist 
than the United States or Mexico to the South, without such combination, 
can boast. A born toy-maker. Someone who gets into the toy that pre- 
scient something which is of the spirit and of life. and which makes it 
art-products rather than a mere thing of wood. So fine in its lines 
that it is no mere substitute but a miniature of the larger canoe... the 
boat of a race. No less than the Viking ship or the gondola is the hoat 
of a race and a people. 

Did we sce the artistry and human interest, not to speak of the 
nationality, the true Canadianism in such toys. we would select them 
and put them more in the hands of children than we do. Even in 
giving the purely mechanical toy to the child the youngster not having 
arrived at the age of mechanics proceeds to see the suggestion, the 
romance, the story, the association. As to wit the "chu-chu’’ train 
rather than the mechanism, the parts. which are far too small to interes 
the mind at that stage. 

¥ And when you happen upon the canoe-carver at work out-of-doors ii 
one of those many quaint and historic villages alony the St. Lawrence: 
between Montreal and Quebec, his own child seated on the logs, one o! 
the rough canoes in his little hand, how envious it makes you feel for 
the city child! For the toymaker and his carving is a plant of village 
growth. The big log still, as it were, touches the forest. And all thes: 
things, too, are in the tiny canoe over which the mind of childhow 
dreams.—Victoria Hayward.

In a recent test on an old 1918 Ford 
driven from Calgary to Edmonton un- 
der the auspices of the Calgary and 
Edmonton Auto Clubs, on Monday, 
May 26th, an average of 35 miles to 
the gallon was obtained on muddy 
roads. This test was checked by both 
the Calgary and Edmonton Automo- 
bile Clubs. 

The only local test made, which 
was not official, and was made im- 
mediately after the device had been 
put on, was made by George Long, 
who drove to Camrose and return on 
two gallons of gasoline, thus making 
approximately 28 miles to the gallon. 

This control has been adopted by 
the General Motors Corporation as 
standard equipment, a V63 Cadillac 
being the first car to be thus equipped. 

Messrs, Foster and Guthrie are an- 
xlous to have all Ford owners in the 
district try out this control, and will 
be glad to instal one on any Ford car 
for trial purposes. This can be done 
at Ted Reynolds’ garage on Iorne St. 
It takes but a few minutes to instal 
the control as there are no holes to 
bore or any alterations to be made on 
the car,
